ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Gloucester. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1961  on  the  health, 
environmental,  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District.  The  Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Regulations 
5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  and  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1/62. 

I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  all  departments  for  the  material 
from  which  it  is  compiled;  sections  are  contributed  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  S.  Hopkins  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  S.  W.  D.  Harris. 

As  usual  for  our  District,  it  is  again  possible  to  record  that  the 
health  continues  to  be  good.  The  population  is  still  increasing;  the 
growth  this  year  being  1,220  of  which  immigration  accounted  for 
847  persons. 

The  Birth  Rate  (19.3)  is  higher  than  both  the  County  Birth 
Rate  (18.26)  and  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  (17.4)  while  the 
Death  Rate  (11.6)  is  between  the  County  Death  Rate  (10.9)  and  the 
national  rate  (12.0). 

Seventeen  babies  died  under  one  year  of  age,  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  being  18.9  as  compared  with  18.79  for  the  County 
and  21.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  infantile  Mortality  Rate  is 
often  regarded  as  an  index  for  assessing  the  well-being  of  a 
communitv. 
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The  District  remained  free  from  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious 
disease  due  in  large  measure  to  the  success  of  the  campaigns  for 
immunisation  and  vaccination.  A sustained  effort  is  necessary  to 
maintain  effective  levels  of  immunity  so  that  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  cannot  occur. 

Good  housing  is  of  prime  concern  in  the  promotion  of  health 
and  I am  grateful  to  the  Tenants'  Selection  Sub-Committee  for  its 
support  in  rehousing  families  when  representations  have  been  made 
on  health  grounds.  Housing  has  been  and  still  is  a most  pressing 
need  because  of  the  remarkable  increase  in  population.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  note  that  over  5,000  new  houses  have  been  built  since 
April  1945. 

The  temporary  accommodation  provided  as  an  emergency 
measure  during  the  war  has  become  substandard  and  in  the  case  of 
Coventry  Close,  early  rehousing  of  families  has  become  urgent. 

The  Council  and  County  Council  have  formulated  a plan  for 
rehabilitation  of  problem  families  living  in  Council  dwellings. 
Progress  is  bound  to  be  slow;  it  is,  however,  an  active  step  towards 
rehabilitation  and  in  conjunction  with  other  measures  improvement 
should  come  about. 

In  accordance  with  Council  policy  in  taking  mainwater  supply 
to  all  parts  of  the  District  about  8000  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid 
and  a further  5000  yards  authorised. 

The  increasing  population  and  extension  of  piped  water  supplies 
call  for  continued  development  of  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  final  stage  of  the  Longford  Disposal 
Works  was  nearing  completion  as  were  schemes  for  Hempsted  and 
Upton  St.  Leonards. 

The  administration  of  the  new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  1960  entailed  considerable  expenditure  of  time 
and  effort  by  the  staff.  The  Act  gives  the  Council  effective  control 
over  the  regulation  and  equipment  of  caravan  sites. 

I am  grateful  to  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support  and  to  the  other  officers  for  their  co-operation  during  the 
year.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  is  46,570  as 
compared  with  45,350  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion is  of  the  order  of  1000  in  each  of  the  post-war  years.  The 
natural  increase  in  population,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  is  393. 

Birth  Rate 

There  were  901  births  during  the  year,  the  Birth  Rate  being 
19.3  per  1000  of  the  population  which  compares  favourably  with 
the  rate  17.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Death  Rate 

528  people  died  during  the  year,  seventy  more  deaths  than 
during  the  previous  year  but  even  so  the  Death  Rate  11.6  per  1000 
of  the  population  is  slightly  below  the  national  rate  12.0. 

Infantile  Mortality 

Seventeen  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  is  at  the  rate  of  18.9  such  deaths  per  1000  live  births— 
and  is  lower  than  the  national  average  21.4. 

Still  Birth  Rate 

There  were  thirteen  still  births,  the  rate  being  14.2  per  1000 
total  (live  and  still)  births,  again  comparing  favourably  with  the 
rate  1B7  for  England  and  Wales.

GENERAL  PROVBSION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  DISTRICT 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the  analyses 
of  milk  and  ice  cream  samples,  etc.,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  Glouces- 
ter Royal  Hospital.  (There  is  no  charge  for  this  work). 

Samples  of  water  and  sewage  taken  by  this  department,  were 
examined  by  the  Council’s  Analysts,  Messrs.  Ellis  & Turner, 
Public  Analysts,  Gloucester.  This  laboratory  is  now  closed  and  such 
samples  are  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst,  Bristol. 


Hospitals 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Over,  which  is  administered  by  the  Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest 
Management  Committee. 


Child  Welfare  Centres 

These  Centres  are  under  the  general  administration  of  the 
County  Area  Health  Sub-Committee. 

Meetings  of  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  held  at  Brockworth, 
Churchdown,  Eastington,  Frampton,  Hucclecote  and  Barnwood, 
Longlevens,  Norton,  Quedgeley,  Upton  St.  Leonards  and  Westbury- 
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on-Severn.  There  is  also  a Mobile  Child  Welfare  Centre  which 
serves  the  Tirley  area. 

In  April  this  year  a centre  was  formed  at  Westbury-on-Severn 
previously  served  by  the  mobile  centre. 

These  centres  are  most  useful,  nearly  all  mothers  with  babies 
attend.  The  bulk  of  the  work  falls  upon  the  ladies  who  form  the 
Voluntary  Committees  and  the  community  is  much  indebted  to 
them  for  their  devotion  to  this  service. 


Home  Help  Service 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council  and  is  provided 
where  the  need  is  supported  by  the  family  doctor.  Appeals  for 
help  should  be  made  to  Mrs.  A.  E.  Heard,  Assistant  Home  Help 
Organiser.  Telephone  Gloucester  21444. 

Fifty-two  part  time  home  helps  are  at  work  in  the  district. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951 

Under  these  Acts  the  Council  have  authorised  their  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  apply,  when  necessary,  to  the  courts  for  an 
order  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  aged  and  sick  persons;  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  and  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and 
not  receiving  from  other  people,  prop>er  care  and  attention;  to  a 
hospital  or  residential  institution. 

During  the  year  compulsory  removal  was  found  necessary 
for  one  old  lady  aged  76  who  was  living  alone  and  had  become 
confused  as  to  time  and  place.  The  dwelling  was  very  dirty  and 
hardly  any  food  or  fuel  was  available. 

An  order  was  made  for  the  removal  of  the  old  lady  to  a County 
Council  home.  With  the  help  of  her  own  doctor  the  old  lady  was 
removed  without  distress.

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Scarlet  Fever 


Scarlet  fever  was  again  light  in  incidence,  only  six  cases  being 
notified  as  compared  with  23  in  the  previous  year;  all  were  of  a 
mild  character. 


Whooping  Gough 

Fifteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notihed,  no  deaths 
occurred.  This  disease  is  particularly  dangerous  to  the  young 
infant  but  more  and  more  infants  are  being  vaccinated,  bringing 
about  a marked  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 


Measles 

Epidemics  of  measles  tend  to  occur  every  other  year  and  1961 
was  an  epidemic  year,  1,000  cases  being  notified. 

Diphtheria 

The  District  was  again  free  from  diphtheria  and  no  cases  have 
occurred  since  1951,  a state  undoubtedly  brought  about  by  the 
campaign  for  immunisation  against  diphtfieria. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  an  unvaccinated 
child,  and  happily  complete  recovery  took  place. 


Paratyphoid 

The  person  suffering  from  paratyphoid  had  recently  come  from 
the  Liverpool  area  where  an  outbreak  had  occurred.  Particulars 
of  the  case  were  of  assistance  to  those  investigating  the  original 
outbreak.

Generally,  the  position  with  regard  to  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  is  satisfactory.  In  the  past  three  years  the  number  of 
primary  immunisations  is  approximately  the  same  as  the  number 
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of  births,  most  of  the  babies  are  immunised  before  they  are  a year 
old.

Some  280  names  are  on  the  register  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

Nowadays  in  most  cases  treatment  by  modern  drugs  soon 
eliminates  live  tubercle  bacilli  from  the  sputum  of  persons  suffering 
from  phthisis  but  in  this  District  there  are  23  persons  still  in  the 
actively  infective  stage. 

Good  housing  is  supplementary  to  modern  treatment  in  the 
prevention  and  spread  of  tuberculosis  and  the  Housing  Committee 
give  priority  to  the  rehousing,  if  it  is  necessary,  of  families  of 
tuberculous  patients. 

Tuberculosis  could  be  eliminated  if  the  preventive  measures 
were  fully  implemented  i.e.  full  support  for  Mass  Radiograph}^ 
B.C.G.  vaccination  and  tracing  of  contacts. 


Problem  Families 

Forty  five  families  were  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer 
under  the  County  guarantee  scheme  for  problem  families.  Under 
this  scheme  when  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to  render  a family 
liable  to  eviction  from  a Council  house,  the  circumstances  are  reported 
to  the  County  Social  Welfare  Officer  whereupon  the  County  guaran- 
tee three  quarters  of  the  rent  if  the  case  is  held  to  be  within  the 
scope  of  the  scheme. 

In  eight  of  the  cases  referred,  the  rent  arrears  were  cleared  and 
the  problems  in  the  family  resolved,  in  another  four  cases  the  family 
income  was  more  than  adequate  and  thus  held  to  be  outside  the 
scope  of  the  scheme;  while  at  the  end  of  the  year  supervision  was 
being  exercised  in  thirty  three  cases. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 
1 . Sewerage 

The  steady  increase  of  sewage  received  at  the  Longford  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  has  made  it  impossible  to  maintain  an  effluent  of 
the  quality  desired,  however,  every  effort  is  being  made  to  prevent 
undue  inconvenience. 

The  final  stage  of  the  present  extensions  to  the  Works  is  pro- 
ceeding well  and  should  be  in  full  operation  within  a few  months. 
However,  as  the  scheme  was  delayed  for  such  a long  time  while 
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awaiting  Ministry  approval,  it  is  now  considered  that  the  improve- 
ments achieved  by  the  present  extensions  will  not  be  maintained 
for  very  long  and  the  Works  will  again  be  overloaded.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  necessary  to  consider  the  extension  of  an  additional 
purification  section  in  the  near  future  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory 
effluent  is  maintained. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  sewerage  scheme  for 
Hempsted  where  the  gravity  section  is  now  complete  and  operational 
house  connections  are  being  completed.  At  Upton  St.  Leonards,  the 
majority  of  the  mains  are  now  completed  but  progress  here  is  rather 
slow. 

The  numerous  parish  and  council  estate  sewage  treatment 
plants  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results.  The  recently  completed 
modifications  to  the  sewage  plant  at  School  Lane,  Quedgeley  are 
proving  very  satisfactory.  A revised  plan  for  re-sewering  the 
Tewkesbury  Road  and  Sandhurst  Lane  areas  of  Longford  is  now 
under  consideration. 


2.  Refuse  Col  Section 

As  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  continues  to  increase 
so,  also,  does  the  work  of  this  Department.  It  was  thought  that 
with  redundancy  taking  place  in  local  factories  the  labour  position 
would  have  been  eased  but  this,  in  fact,  is  not  the  case.  To  obtain 
labour  of  any  type  is  a problem  and  the  selection  of  suitable  person- 
nel is  out  of  the  question.  Fortunately  there  are  a small  number  of 
established  employees  on  whom  we  can  rely  in  case  of  emergency. 

Considering  the  foregoing  remarks  a very  small  number  of 
genuine  complaints  are  received  in  connection  with  the  service. 
This  is,  no  doubt,  partly  due  to  the  tolerance  and  understanding  of 
the  public  and  also  to  the  fact  that  it  is  realised  that  the  service 
provided  by  the  Council  is  at  least  equal  to  that  of  other  rural 
authorities. 

No  new  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  ffeet  since 
May,  1959  when  a 16/24  cu.  yd.  Compressmore  vehicle  was  put  into 
commission.  This  large  capacity  vehicle  has  proved  most  useful  as 
it  cuts  down  the  mileage  per  ton  factor  considerably.  One  Compress- 
more  type  vehicle  has  had  an  extensive  overhaul  and  should  give 
trouble-free  service  for  some  time.  It  has  now  become  necessary 
to  increase  the  load  carrying  capacity  of  the  fleet  by  replacing  one 
of  the  side-loading  vehicles  with  a Compressmore  type  vehicle. 
The  vehicle  to  be  replaced  is  one  of  the  original  fleet  of  four  trucks 
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purchased  in  1948.  This  vehicle  has  recently  been  used  as  a spare 
in  the  case  of  breakdown  and  for  certain  duties  in  connection  with 
the  Sewage  Department. 

The  salvage  scheme  continues  satisfactorily  although  the  price 
received  for  some  of  the  saleable  materials  is  showing  a downward 
trend.

Visits  and  inspections  are  made  for  three  main  reasons: — 

To  carry  out  the  Council’s  statutory  duties. 

To  advise  the  public  on  environmental  health  matters. 

To  investigate  complaints  received  from  members  of  the 
public. 

Contraventions  of  the  various  statutory  provisions  show  a sharp 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  It  is  gratifying  however,  to  note 
the  number  of  cases  in  which  the  officers  have  secured  compliance 
without  recourse  to  formal  proceedings. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Main  supplies  in  the  district  are  provided  by  three  statutory 
water  undertakings,  viz.,  Gloucester  Corporation,  Cheltenham 
Corporation,  and  Stroud  District  Water  Board,  and  they  supervise 
the  purity  and  adequacy  of  their  supplies. 
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In  addition  there  are  three  smaller  undertakings,  Gloucester- 
shire County  Council,  Frocester  Estate,  and  Haresfield  Estate, 
which  provide  certain  of  their  properties  with  piped  water  from 
storage  reservoirs  served  by  hillside  springs. 

Well  Supplies. 

Sixteen  samples  of  well  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  and 
all  except  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

Water  Shortages 

The  Department’s  water  tank  trailer  was  in  use  during  the  year. 

This  ex-W.D.  vehicle  was  purchased  in  1948  and  has  since 
rendered  yeoman  service  to  families  in  outlying  areas  whose  wells 
have  been  affected  by  both  drought  and  flood.

RURAL  SANITATION 


(a)  Cleansing  of  Cesspools 

Instead  of  merely  receiving  complaints  that  cesspools  are  over- 
flowing the  Council  now  provide  a simple  and  reliable  cesspool 
cleansing  scheme  tailored  to  the  public  health  requirements  of  a 
scattered  rural  area. 

This  form  of  drainage  will  give  way  to  modern  sewerage  as  the 
Council’s  main  drainage  schemes  progress  in  the  various  parishes. 


(b)  Detergents  and  septic  tanks 

On  9th  January  1957  Parliament  appointed  The  Standing 
Committee  on  Synthetic  Detergents  to  study  the  effects  of  synthetic 
detergents  on  water  supplies  and  sewage  treatment.  Owing  to  the 
complexity  of  the  problem  progress  has  been  slow  and  during  the 
year  the  Committee’s  Fourth  Progress  Report  was  issued. 

This  shows  some  promise  of  improvement  by  the  development 
of  “soft”  detergents,  these  are  types  which  break  down  more  readily 
in  sewage  treatment  and  are  less  liable  to  pollute  water  supplies. 

The  Committee  are  required  to  report  annually  on  their  progress 
and  they  work  in  close  co-operation  with  similar  Committees  in 
America  and  West  Germany,  Rural  communities  are  particularly 
concerned  to  see  an  early  solution  to  this  international  problem. 


(c)  Sewer-ditches 

Sewer  ditches  in  various  parts  of  the  District  are  maintained 
by  the  Council  in  as  satisfactory  a condition  as  possible.  Regular 
maintenance  prevents  them  becoming  a threat  to  public  health  and 
is  a duty  laid  on  the  Council  by  statute.  The  position  is  being  con- 
stantly improved  by  the  provision  of  piped  sewers. 
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(d)  General 


677  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  unsatisfactory  drainage.  Parish  Councils 
assisted  residents  in  many  cases  by  calling  in  the  Health  Department 
to  give  advice. 

The  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961  came  into  force 
on  27th  September  1961.  Briefly,  the  Act  brings  existing  drainage 
discharges  under  the  same  control  as  that  which  has  applied  to  new 
discharges  since  the  principal  Act  of  1951  became  operative. 

By  a day  to  be  appointed  by  the  Minister,  persons  who  discharge 
sewage  or  trade  effluents  to  streams  must  apply  to  the  River  Board 
for  consent  to  continue  them.  This  matter  directly  affects  environ- 
mental conditions  in  the  District  and  the  Councihs  health  officers 
will  continue  to  work  closely  with  officers  of  the  Severn  River  Board. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION— CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

All  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  been  trained 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 
in  this  field,  and  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  fuel  tech- 
nology, the  prevention,  detection,  and  remedying  of  atmospheric 
pollution,  and  the  installation  and  instrumentation  of  industrial 
furnaces. 

This  has  proved  of  value  during  routine  inspections  of  factories, 
as  well  as  in  dealing  with  complaints  from  both  domestic  and 
industrial  sources. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 

The  public  health  code  has  been  strengthened  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960  which  came  into  force  on  27th 
November  1960.  Many  and  varied  problems  of  noise  nuisance  were 
dealt  with  including  one  affecting  residents  over  a wide  area. 

Measures  for  improvement  were  introduced  following  consul- 
tations with  the  management.  One  soon  realises  that  technological 
progress  is  not  always  compatible  with  man’s  natural  desire  to 
preserve  his  environment. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 


The  full  effects  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960,  became  evident  during  the  year,  when  the  Council  issued 
25  site  licences. 

The  Act  empowers  the  Council  to  impose  conditions  concerning 
hygiene  and  safety,  and  controlling  the  number  of  caravans  permitted. 

The  public  health  inspectors  were  called  upon  to  give  advice 
in  many  cases,  and  this  resulted  in  a considerable  improvement  in 
the  general  standard  on  sites  throughout  the  District. 


PREVENTION  OF  DASVIAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  year  saw  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections 
and  treatments  against  rodents.  The  bulk  of  this  work  fell  to  the 
Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  F.  Greenwood,  who  also  had  the  task  of 
destroying  26  wasps’  nests. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  extend  treatment  in  the  Council’s 
sewers,  and  this  accounts  largely  for  the  increase  in  the  total  number 
of  inspections.
